This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Executive Office for Immigration Review (EOIR) in which you seek documents from the BIA. 

The updated BIA Style Guide is enclosed. There will be no charge for the enclosed 
documents. The Draft Emergency Stays Standard Operating Procedure has not changed since 
our response to 2018-13039. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c) (2006 & 
Supp. IV 2010). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements o 
the FOIA This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be 
taken as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist.
